'Federation Calls on Congress
to Protect Nation From
“Growing Menace"'

CITE ROOSEVELT'S VIEWS

By the Assoclated Press

Denver, June 17.—Demand that
Congress take action to protect the na-
tion's interest against the ‘‘growing
menace of Japanesa immigration and
eolonization'’ is made in a resolution
stibmitted today to the annual conven.
fion of the Amerienn Federation of
Labor, The declaration, submitted by
M. M. Mectiuive, of the Sun Francisco
abor Council, has the approval of the
Japanese Execlusion League of Califor-
nin, Los Angeles Anti-Asintic Amwocin-
tion and the Japanese Execlugion League
of Washington, various patriotic, civie
and fraternal organizations on the 1'a-
cific Coast.

Labor leaders declare that the reso-
lution is the most drastic measure on
the Japanese question ever considered
by organized labor, It emlls for:
